The recent wet weather Interfered some-
what with the rapld progress which was be-
ing made In the maln court, but now that
the molsture has somewhat disappeared, ac-
tive work has been reavmed In preparing Lud
ground for the finkshing touches. A large
quantity of brick has been haulefl to the
west end of the maln court and thé paving
of the broad promenade which will surround
the lagoon will be commenced as soon a8
the bed of rand Is prepared.

The staff work on the west colonnades I
almoat completed and work will be com-
menced on the elaborate colonnades at the
east end of the lagoon. The carpenters have
about finished thelr work at the east end
and the casting of the staff for the colon-
nades and pavillons Is well advanced,

Good headway I8 being made on the Art
bulldlog, the last one In the maln court to
be finihed. The Interlor ls plastered, that
part of the wotrk having been completed firat
In order that It might be thoroughly deied
before the pleture. are piaced In It A
large force of workmen are engaged In put-
ting the exterior covering on the bullding,
and this will be completed within a short
time,

Hemarkahle progress comiinues to be made
on the Government bullding, aml the great
beauty of the ornamentation of this bullding
& Increasing with each additidn to the staff
decoration. The wings of the bullding are
practically flaished and all work I8 belng
concentrated on the central portlon of the
bullding and the handsome dome  The dome
Ia nearly finished and In already a land-
mark from all parts of town,

The etatuary for the Agrlculture bullding
i being put im position. 'The colossal fig-
ured of women and sturdy boys moke a
striking addition to this handsome bullding.

On the bluff tract the Horticulture bulld-
ing ls rapldly nearing completion. Etaft
Contraclor Alexander has a large force of
men at work anl the elaborate decoration
of this handsome bullding l& being rapldly
put In position. The frieze which exiends
entirely around this bulldlng consists of a
succession of semi-nude figures of children

bearing garlands of frults and flowers, The
artist who modelled these fgurea has
achieved the most pleasing results, The

wingze of the bullding are about completed
and the ceatral mass is being rapidiy de-
veloped. The embelllshment of this hand-
some bullding calls for a large oumber of
groups of statuary and when these are In
place the Hortleulture bullding will be one
of the most elaborately decorated siructures
an the grounds.

PAYING FOR SPACE PROMI'PLY
Exhibltors Manking Finnl Settlement
with the Exposition.

The unrest In the business world Ineldent
to the war rumors hag not had any apprecia-
ble effect upon the Department of Exhibits
ol the expasition. April 2 the department
sent to all progpective exhibitors, whose ap-
plications for space had been nceepted, a no-
tlce to the effeet that the last 25 per cent
of space money was due and payable at once,
under the rules of the department. Heturns
from this notice began coming in almost lm-
medintely, and In the twenty-four hours
ending at 6 p. m., of the 4th Inst., there was
recelved at exposition headquarters the sum
of $2,082.25 on account of (his space charge.
Since that time the money has been coming
In at a corréspondingly rapld rate, and fere
has been no indleation on the part of any
exhll:ltur to avold compllance with his agree-
ment,

The Exhibits department Is beginning to
forge ahead In the matter of bustle and ac-
tivity. The approach of the time for the
gales to open s making the work of the de-
partment more burdensome, and it has been
found necessary to Increase the office force In
order to dispose of the work incldent to the
closing up of the preliminary detalls,

On the 16th of thle month the marking of
the floors of the main bulldings will be com-
menced and it is expected #at exhibits will
commence arriving about that time. The
great- majority of exhibits will not arrive
tintil about May 1, but many.exhibitors pre-
fér to take a longer timo for the Arrange-
ment of thelr display,

Exposltion Commissioners Tnke Yo
Chances on Subseriptions.

A meeting of the Missourl Expoesition
commission will be held In 8t. Louls Fril-
day, April 8, to take final action to deter-
mine the exact extemt of the display to be
mede by the state. At that mesting the
treasurer will report the exact amount of
meniey in his bands and this money will be
the guide In detevmining the extent of the
exhibll, The commission has lssued a notice
that it will take no promlses but must have
the ca#h In hand.

Sscretary Utt of the Commercial Club
Evolves a Plan,

INVESTMENT FOR EXPOSITION SURPLUS

Proposes that Money Left at the Emnd
ol the Falr lle Used to Asaist
in Establishing New
Enterprises, . v

A scheme to promcte the Introduction of
manufacturing establiahmenta in this elty
after the exposition and In that way to con-
tinue the prosperity which has been started
by the big show has been presented to the
executive committee of the Commercial
club for approval. After some consideration
it has been referred to a speclal committer
for further Investigation. This committes
conslats of Martin, McHugh, White, Baum
and ULt

The plan, as outlined In a report presented
by Secretary Utt, provides for the employ-
ment in this directlon of any moneys which
may be In the hands of the exposition di-
rectors at the clise of the exposition. The
money will form a fund to be handled by
some board of governors almllar to the ex-
positica directory, to be elected by the
stockholders, If advisable another company
may be formed, the expositlon subscribers
holding stock In It pro rata, according to
the amount of their sutacriptiore to the
cxposition. All of this stock shall be non-
nsscasable. A subscriber will not be com-
pelled to keep his money in the new com-
pany, He will be allowed to draw out his
share of the profits (f he desires,

The plan has not been worked out la de-
tall, but the outline has been glven, It la
proposed that the board of governors in
charge of the money shall investigate man-
ufacturing enterprizes, with a view of Induc-
ing them to come to this city, None of the
money will be glven as a boous, It will
be used o buylng atock In such  establish-
ments, elther as a maitter of aeslstance or
for the enlargement of the plant. No money
will be Invested In any enterprise which has
not been thoroughly investigated.

The promoters of the plan look upon It
a8 a good scheme of investment and as
certain to brimg new manufacturing con-
cerns to Omaha. The need of something of
the kind Is now belng felt., For example
there I8 at present a good businces propo-
aition regarding a flourlng mill offered. The
mill I8 of considerable capacity, but addi-
tlonal capital of $60,000 Is required to put
It on the desired basis. About half of this

amount has been subscribed by Omaha
moneyed men, but the remalader Is still

SHOOTS NURGLAR.

BARRDER'S WIFE

Men. DL B, Kinmmel Intercapis o1 Rob-
ber with a Hullet,

Mis. D. B, Kimmel, who resides at 3110
Corby strest, 1o endow ed with ensugh bravery
and presence of mind not only to protect her
home agalnst robbery but to use a revolver
with effect. About 11:30 o'clock Tuesday
night she opened fire vpon a burglar while
he wss trying to break into the barn at the
back of the premises, a distnnee of about
twenty-five vards from the house.

Mr. Kimmel is employed as a barber In the
shop at 616 North Sixteenth street. His work
oflen keeps him Iate at night, on which oe-
caglons Mrs, Kimmel |a alone at the house,
About an hour before the shooting, while
Mre. Kimmel was sitting up walting for the
return of her husband, she heard a nolse on
the premises outslde. ®he provided herself
with a revolver and seated herself at a rear
window to awalt developments. The night
was not dark enough to prevent her from
gotting a good glimpse of the premises and
the barn. After watching quietly and pa-
tienfly at the window for nearly an hour she
saw a man creeping over the yard teward
the barn. The thief began to work at the
lock of the stable door with a large “jimmy"
and then Mrs, Kimmel] left the windew, Paga-
ing through the kitchen, she opened a door
and stepped upon a slde porch where, around
a corner of the house, ¢he could see well
what wes golng on: Deliberately she ralsed
heér revolver, took a careful alm and fired.

A shriek of agony, Indicating that the bul-
let had taken effect, followed the crack of
the revolver, and the nlgat prowler leaped
stralght into the alr,

“What are you doing out there?"
manded Mrs. Kimmel as she leveled
weéapon to take another shot at the thief.

“Don't shoot agaln!" eried the robber;
“pleage don't shoot agaln,” but before he had
time to =ay more Mra. Kimmel fired agaln,

Another outery followed this shot and then,
at the risk of his life, the robber rin to the
¢ide of the barn and disappeared around a
gorper of the bullding, That was the last
seen of him. .

Mr. Kimmel made a eareful examination
ef the stable yesterday morning to find some
trace of the two bullets which his wife had
fired, but _here wes nothing to be found In
the beardn to Indieate that either had atruck
the barn, which was in direct range of the
revolver from where Mis. Kimmel stead
when she fired the shots. ‘There was no
trace of blood to be found that would Indi-
ecate either bullet had talken effiect, although
bath the barber and his wife feel confident
that one of the ehots took cffect. The affalr
hag been reported to the poibe.
